MOTION TO POSTPONE LOST 


Senator Nejdl 
Implies 
Senator 
Moorehead Violated Agreement— 
What Amendments Provide

Indianapolis, Feb. 19 — (U.R)— S trip ­ 
ped of its ouster and elective 
pro­ 
visions, the Moorhead public 
ser­ 
v ice commission bill in 
emaciated 
form was nevertheless very much a- 
liv e today to the surprise of the In ­ 
diana senate which thought m ajor­ 
ity disapproval had condemned the 
measure to an early grave. 
Precipitating the sharpest clash on 
the senate floor this session, 
Sen. 
Robert L. Moorhead, 
Indianapolis, 
called up his measure on 
second 
reading late Friday, moved to strike 
out all after the enacting clause and 
offered an eight-page sheaf of 
a- 
ittendments as a substitute. 
A call for second reading was the 
signal for an unsuccessful effort 
011 
the part of Sen. Jam es J . Nejdl, m a­ 
jority floor leader, to kill the bill. 
H is motion to postpone indefinite­ 
ly failed by a vote of 14-32. 
Senator Nejdl implied that M oor­ 
head has violated an agreement made 
with m ajority senators to the effect 
that the bill would be permitted 
to 
die and another measure would 
he 
introduced by Moorhead to 
comply 
with the m ajority’s recommendation. 
The Moorhead amendments how­ 
ever came fr*'-*. a clear sky. 
1 hey 
would m. 
, no change in the present 
method of appointing public service 
commissioners nor would they dis­ 
place the commissioners now in o f­ 


fice. 
Senator Moorhead told the senate 
the amendments were “ tor the in­ 
terest of the people." 
Sen. Denver C. Harlan, Richmond, 
led the w ay out of a parliamentary 
clash when In* moved that tin4 
bill 
be held on second reading and made 
a special order of business on second 
reading Tuesday afternoon. 
Senators Edw ard O’Rourke, Fort 
W ayn e; and Carl M. Gray, Peters­ 
burg, and J. Francis Loehard, took 
advantage of the opportunity to pre­ 
sent amendments to the 1*11. 
Important amendments submitted

To sign or not to sign is the ques­ 
tion.

Nine out o i ten observers in con­ 
gress believe the president will veto 
the measure and will send it back to- 
congress Monday with 
a message 
giving his reasons. 


A veto would prevent the measure 
from Incoming a law. It received

m ajority of eight in the senate and 
3b* in the house, amj cannot possibly 
receive the two-thirds m ajority n e ­ 


c e s s a r y for passage over a veto. 
Farm bloc 
leaders 
assert 
that

vear. 
Eight o r ten republican senators will 
tjikc the stump against him, the bloc 
members assert.

The Elkton carried a crew of 
37 
men and had a $1,000,000 cargo of

FOREIGNERS ARE PROTECTED

No disorder had resulted

the strike, and it was believed that 
foreign troops and warships arrived 
o r enroute to Shanghai could guar­ 
antee the safety of foreign lives 
in 
the erent of mob violence. 
Tokio authorized the landing of 
39 0 marines at Shanghai. 
A force of 300 American marines 
w as here and more were due 
next 
week aboard the U. S. S. Chaumont.
